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Another Bulk Oil Station 
Opens in Vulcan 

North Star Company Moves Ware¬ 
house and Tanks from 
Kirkcaldy 


Right-of-way in the C.P.R. yards 
to the east has this week been a scene 
of activity. A crew has been busy in¬ 
stalling the warehouse and tank of 
the North Star Oil Company, moved 
here from Kirkcaldy. The layout in¬ 
cludes a large warehouse, a smaller 
office building and a large double stor¬ 
age tank. All were moved from Kirk¬ 
caldy by flat car; the buildings in sec¬ 
tions. Erection was rapidly made, and 
on Wednesday the tank was being 
placed in position on specially built 
steel rests. The North Star closed out 
their business at Kirkcaldy early this 
year and at that time decision was 
made to open a bulk station at Vulcan 
It is understood that H. Johnston will 
operate the station here. 

This makes the sixth bulk oil station 
for Vulcan. The British-American, 
{legal, Texaco, Canadian Oils and Im¬ 
perial, along with the North Star, 
make a lineup that will soon vie in com¬ 
petition with the elevator row for 
number of businesses. 


Rains Halt Threshing Oper 
ations in the Vulcan District 

Monday Rain-Ktops Threshing and an 
All-Night Rain Wednesday Eve¬ 
ning and Thursday Morning 
Bring Complete Halt 


Threshing rigs were humming in 
the fields of the Vulcan district on 
pouring in at the elevator row. On the 
evening of the same day .1 of an inch 
of rain fell and op< rations were at a 
standstill on Tuesday. Some thresh¬ 
ing was done late in the afternoon, 
but no combining was attempted. On 
Wednesday everything was at full 
swing again, the elevators rushed with 
load after load. Late in the afternoon 
the sky clouded and near six o’clock a 
heavy rain fell throughout the district. 
Intermittently rain fell all evening and 
a drizzle continued into this morning. 
The crops are completely drenched 
Work will not start again for several 
days, even with the hopes of the rain 
stopping at the time of writing. 

Hail Damage Surveyed 

Since last week a survey of the dis¬ 
trict southeast and southwest of town 
shows that the hail storm' on Tuesday 
last was a costly visitation. Canadian 
press reports show the damage ex-‘ 
tended in an area ten miles wide and 
fifty miles long. Severest damage was 
reported in the Nanton-Cayley and 
Champion-Carmangay districts. The 
report estimates $500,000 damage 
done. Locally the storm cut a strip 
through Kirkcaldy, Alston and Brant 
territory, varying in width frorh three 
to ten miles. The fields were ripe for 
harvest and in most cases the binders 
and combines were working in the 
fields when the storm hit. Among the 
farms hit with varying losses from 
to 100'/i were: J. -Hagerman, D. 
Clements, S. Lewis, J. Johnston. R. 
Middleton, Percy Clark, K. Lilly, Gal¬ 
braith Bros., p. Zahnd, J. Hutton, B. 
Brown, Al Kennedy. Allan Fisher, 
Morris Lyman, Fred Bennett, Andy 
Larson, R. Irvine, and a host of others.. 
The storm was a freak in the fact that 
one field would, be hit 100' ', and the 
next field would escape lightly. No re¬ 
ports of insurance being carried have 
been heard at the Advocate office. 
Some of the best crops in the district 
were affected and many yields were 
expected over twenty bushels. For¬ 
tunately many of the farms had grain 
cut and in stooks. Damage in the 
stooks was not as bad as to the stand¬ 
ing grain. The loss of a year’s work 
is heartbreaking. A heavy wind com¬ 
bined with the hail and a heavy rain- - 
fall followed. The hail piled to great 
depths and the lands were running 
with water for many hours following 
the storm. 

First New Wheat Shipped 

Agent Lyle Jones, of the National 
Elevator, reports the first shipment of 
new crop wheat'from the Vulcan “nine 
in a line.” During the last few ays 
three carloads we re shipped from this 
elevator. 

Fair Yields Shown ■ 

Crop yields jn the Vulcan district 
are varying greatly, in the various sec¬ 
tions. Crops to the north of town 
are proving disappointing and the 
yield, as well as the grade, would ap¬ 
pear to be the poorest in this section. 
Isaac Jacobson finished threshing on 
his jhome place on Monday and re¬ 
ports an average of 11 bushels, grad¬ 
ing No. 4. Other -yields in this section 
have been reported better, one running 
1.7 and another near 20. The best 
crops of the district are in the Reid 
Hill territory, yielding from 17 to 25 
bushels. The grade in this section is 
also better, several No. 1 grades being 
reported. South and west of town, in 
parts not hit by hail, the yield is prov- 
ng better than to the north. The 
grade is not so good as the Reid Hill 
crops. Elevator men say that most of 
the grain will grade No. 3 and No. 4 
his year, but will not yet agree to 
the average yield of the district, as 
yet. Some say 17, others between 12 
and 15. ^ ! 

Some Smutty Wheat - 

The elevators report an increase of 
smutty grain. While visiting the elev¬ 
ators the other day the Advocate re¬ 
porter was shown several samples of 
he wheat that contained smutty ker- 
irls. >

And if Brit¬ 
ain’s defense must begin at the Rhine, does Germany’s 
start at the Humber and the Marne And will Japan be 
endangered until she controls not merely Vladivostok but 
both banks of the Amur ? 

Of course Mr. Baldwin intended no such use to be made 
of his words. And the fact that he mentioned the Rhine 
was more significant as indicating the directing of possible 
attack than as measuring the distance to its base. Yet he 
was talking about airplanes. And if civilian populations 
get to thinking that their air frontiers reach to every place 
from which an aerial attack might b^ launched against 
them, one of two things will happen. Either they will turn 
in terror to armament races such as we have not yet 
dreamed of or they will recognize that this sort of thing 
cannot go on and will really organize peace. Mr. Baldwin’s 
picture is virtually that of neighbors pointing sixteen inch 
guns over their backyard fences. 

Preposterou- but tragic! It is really the old anomaly of 
overlapping claims and of one nation’s “security” being its 
neighbor’s insecurity. But perhaps putting wings on it will 
not only increase the overlapping hut illustrate it more 
visibly and help the peoples Vo see just how preposterous 
it is. When frontiers of fear go so far afield, the position 
becomes intolerable unless we also enlarge the borders of 
friendship. While still retaining a right sense of national- 
istn we can extend our love and loyalty to fellow men be¬ 
yond,national boundaries. We can work toward the day 
when the Rhine will be no more a frontier than is the 
Hudson.—Christian Science Monitor.

There is a terrible injustice in such results. Man cannot 
alter the ways of Nature, but when he is at iier mercy he-is* 
at a special disadvantage, and it would seem that this 
should receive some general recognition. 

After the difficulties of the past few years, few farmers 
felt that they could carry the personal burden of insurance. 
Whether this economy is well based or not, is difficult to 
say, but in some instances it was sneer necessity that found 
them without protection when the blow fell. 

it is certain that farm losses through acts of Providence 
are felt in the life of all industries of the Dominion. Would 
the Federal Government be justified in introducing some 
form of insurance that would he home by the State? This 
would open up a vast field of hazards, including drought, 
soil drjtting, insect pests, hail, l'rbst, etc. It might lead to 
ifiore public servants, and a costly web of machinery. It 
might raise a cry from fishermen"and others, who live only 
through the goodwill of nature. 

But with the cruel experience of a portion of our farmers 
lreshly before us, it does seem unfair that the occasional 
individual, through no fault of his own, should he allowed 
to suffer, complete and devastating loss, without some form 
of state protection.

Again the season of fire hazards is upon this country, 
sweeping here and there through brush lands. The fire los 
ses of Canada have been a matter of comment in British 
papers, -with many of the losses attributed to tourist care¬ 
lessness. Many centres of population, hemmed in by wood¬ 
ed mountains, live in trepidation of the fire that may be 
left smouldering by campers and our own foothills ranch¬ 
ers keep a wary eye on all who. travel over or sojourn on 
their lands. 

Experience apparently, - is not a lasting instructor, as 
most of the destructive forest fires would go to show, and 
it is the continuing heedlessneSs of the passing wayfarer 
that brings into being all the restrictive laws. 

These laws will grow in severity, until all wooded areas 
are inaccessible to the public, unless there is a more con¬ 
scientious individual effort to safeguard the forests. The 
loss of timber is a very important factor in the drying up 
of streams, which in turn has a far-reaching effect on farm 
lands. Forest fires cause loss, not only to human life and 
the lumber industry and to natural sightliness and beauty 
but atsp an indirect loss to agriculture. And because these 
annual losses are so heavy and so easily averted, the For¬ 
estry department conducts a constant campaign for forest 
protection. 

It will be noted that so faV this season, the Forest Re¬ 
serves have not been closed to the public, but there fs striet 
regulation that no open fires will be allowed in that area 
west of the railway track. Camping is not prohibited, pro¬ 
vided proper precautions are taken and proper equipment 
is used. But one person’s carelessness in the matter of 
fire, may cause immense loss of life and property, and is 
certain also to curtail the privileges of the many thought¬ 
ful calmpers. v", \

rS&VW (A nnua * Average Wheat Production 880 Million Bushels) 
J’J ,l is estimated that since 1916 the population in 
Russia has increased by at least 25 million persons, 
1 which means that Russia's annual requirements of 

wheat are at least 125 million bushels per annum 
more at this time than they were in 1916. Her production of wheat in 
1916 is not accurately known, but it can be said with fair accuracy 
that the average annual production for the past two or three years has 
been very little, if any, greater than it was before the War in 191 3 and 
1914. Thus it will be seen that Russia easily requires all the wheat she 
is now producing for the use of her own people. Russia, therefore, 
should not be. on the average, a serious competitor in world wheat 
markets.
